Social Security Tax 
Hike Heads For Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - legislation 
that wou ld p u t an u np recedented tax 
bite on the 104 million Americans who 
hav e Social Secu rity tax es withheld 
from their p ay check s is heading to the 
Senate after winning Hou se ap p rov al. 
A Senate v ote on a similar bill cou ld 
come as early as nex t week . 
On Thu rsday , the Hou se p assed, 275 
to 146, its v ersion of legislation in­ 
creasing the tax for ev ery work er 
cov ered by the p rogram, with the 
heav iest imp act falling on u p p er- 
income work ers. Their emp loy ers 
wou ld also p ay more u nder the Hou se 
bill. 
A decade from now, any one earning 
$4 2,600 wou ld p ay ov er three times as 
mu ch Social Secu rity tax as is now 
withheld. The tax wou ld go from $965 
this y ear to $3,025 in 1987. 
Someone earning $20,000 wou ld p ay 
$1,4 20, instead of $965. A work er with a 
salary of $10,000 wou ld p ay $710, u p 
from $585. 
Congress will p robably enact hefty 
tax increases this y ear to k eep the 
Social Secu rity sy stem from going 
brok e. The sy stem has amassed $5.6 
billion in deficits since 1975. 
Becau se of p op u lation age shifts and 
su ch other factors as high u nem­ 
p loy ment, less money is being tak en in 
by Social Secu rity than it is p ay ing ou t 
in benefits. 
“We are concerned abou t k eep ing 
the sy stem solv ent and this bill will do 
it,” Rep . A1 Ullman, D-Ore,, said after 
the Hou se ap p rov ed the bill p rodu ced 
by the way s and means committee, 
which he heads. 
Althou gh some members com­ 
p lained abou t the major tax increase, 
most agreed that the financial crisis 
was sev ere enou gh to merit the drastic 
step s.

Under current law, recipients lose $1 


in benefits for every $2 they take in 
above that amount. 
Elderly persons could therefore 
continue to receive a full salary while 
drawing full Social Security benefits. 
The second amendment, approved 
earlier,, continues an exemption for 
more than 6 million public employes 
and congressmen, who have separate 


retirement plans. 
The House did not consider any 
change in the benefits Social Security 
pays to 33 million people already 
receiving benefits. 
The House-approved bill would also 
allow recipients to continue receiving 
benefits even after marrying. Some 
elderly couples now live together 


without marrying because they would 
otherwise lose benefits. 
Under the pending Senate bill, 
employers would for the first time pay 
more than their employes. 
The Social Security tax is now 5.85 
per cent of wages, with workers 
earning $16,500 paying the maximum 
of $965.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The United States and its Western 
allies on the U.N. Security Council 
have agreed to back an arm s embargo 
against South Africa, but some Third 
World countries say they want tougher 
action. 


African delegates are unhappy with 
the W estern proposal because it 
provides only for a six-month em­ 
bargo, which could be renewed, and 
because it 
includes no economic 
restrictions. 
The Africans were trying to decide 
today whether to back the plan anyway 
or to press for changes. Any such 
sanctions against South Africa must be 
approved by the Security Council 
where a vote is not expected until 
Saturday or Monday. 
President Carter said Thursday the 
United States would support a man­ 
datory embargo on arm s sales to South 
Africa’s white minority government to 
dem onstrate displeasure with its 
policies of racial segregation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Persons 
wishing to vote absentee in the Nov. 8 
election must apply in writing to their 
board of elections by noon Nov. 5, 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown said. 
Applications should include name, 
voting residence and the reason for 
absence on election day, Brown said. 
Absentee ballots are available to 
persons who on election day will be 62 
years old or older, absent from their 
home county, hospitalized, physically 
disabled, unable to vote because of 
religious observances, in jail for a 
m isdem eanor or aw aiting trial. 
Election officials also may vote ab­ 
sentee. 
Completed ballots must be returned 
to the board of elections by the time the 
polls close on election day, Brown said.

President Carter Says He Would Do Nothing Differently 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President! 
Carter, who says he would do nothing 
differently in his dealings with Capitol 
Hill, continues to draw 
mixed 
congressional reviews for his style of 
leadership. 
“The waffling bothers me and the 
effectiveness ratio is going down 
rapidly,” said one liberal northern 
Democratic senator in describing the 
perform ance of the C arter ad­ 
ministration. 
At his news conference Thursday, 
Carter said he was criticized at the 
beginning of his administration for 
showing too much style and too little 
substance. 
“Lately the criticisms have been 
that there’s too much substance and 
not enough style,” the President said. 
But House Republican leader John 
Rhodes, who last Sunday called tile 
C arter adm inistration “ a terrible 
failure,” disagreed. “It’s not a matter 
of style, it’s ineptitude,” the Arizona 
congressman said. 


Carter also claimed that his slump in 
the popularity polls resulted from his 
tackling the tough issues facing the 
country, and on that he had sup­ 
porters. 
“ He hasn’t dodged a single tough 
one,” said Rep. Jim Wright, D-Texas, 
the House Democratic leader and 
Rhodes’ opposite number. “He may 
not look effective superficially because 
the news stories highlight controversy. 
I think he is effective.” 
Sen. Jam es Abourezk, D-S.D., who 
recently locked horns with Carter over 
the White House role in ending a 
natural gas filibuster, said Rhodes' 
criticism was “ uncalled for.” 
“ I just think he has more courage 
than some congressmen are used to,” 
Abourezk said. “The President is right 
when he says a president should not 
shy away from settling the nation’s 
problems just because they are con­ 
troversial.” 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, DMass , 
also praised Carter’s leadership. 


“I think the President is right on 
target,” Kennedy said. “He’s laying 
out his goals in domestic and foreign 
policy 
in 
an 
understandable and 
comprehensive manner.” 
But some congressmen complained 
that Carter is trying to push too many 
issues at once. “He’s got too much on 
the stove now," said one. “There won’t 
be enough burners around here." 
And the liberal northern senator, 
who asked not to be identified, said the 
charge of ineptitude should be leveled 
against Carter's entire team. 
“ I think they have to get their house 
in order,” he said. He added that this 
does not mean the White House should 
simply improve its techniques in 
courting Congress. 
“ It means not saying one thing on 
Monday 
and 
doing 
another 
on 
Tuesday,” he said. “It means not 
having Carter express optumsm on the 
SALT talks while the secretary of state 
is expressing pessunism. You can't do 
that.” 


At his news conference, Carter noted 
that one pollster found his approval 
rating below 50 per cent and another 
put it at 60 per cent, but claimed that 
he was not disturbed. 


“I don’t know anything I would have 
done differently,” the President said. 
“The fact that easy solutions have not 
come forward immediately doesn’t 
concern me, because they are not 
questions that are resolved easily,” 


Sen. Bob Dole, R-Kans., said lie 
agrees C a rter’s perform ance has 
made hun temporarily vulnerable to 
Republican attack, but he added that 
he’s not counting the President out. 
“ I think he is an able and bright 
person who is going to get it together 
one 
of 
these 
days,” 
the 
1976 
Republican vice presidential nominee 
said. “ I think the administration’s 
performance ut going to unprove and I 
think the President is going to un­ 
prove.” 
“ He tried to win acceptance and get 


a broader base and push human rights 
and all the rest," Dole said. “ But then 
he would send the stuff up here and 
kiss it goodbye. 


“I think the overall view is that there 
is an absence of leadership ... It’s a 
bumpy tune for tile President. I think 
he’s learned that it’s a very difficult 
job.” 


Carter discussed several of his 
admmistratioirs initiatives at his news 
conference. 
Oil energy and taxes, lie said he will 
delay a promised tax reform package 
penduig congressional action on a 
national energy program and revision 
of the Social Security system. 
He renewed his appeal for his energy 
plan but declined to say if he would 
veto an energy bill that contained a 
ceiling on natural gas prices higher 
than his proposed lid of $1.75 per 
thousand cubic feet 
On international affairs, Carter said 
he will support strong sanctions 


against the sale of weapons to South 
Africa rn retaliation for that country’s 
crackdown on black dissidents and 
their white supporters. 


He also said there is “a fairly good 
prospect’’ that nuclear arms limitation 
talks with the Soviet Union will finish a 
general outline of an agreement within 
several weeks. 


Tuniuig to the economy, Carter said 
Arthur Bums, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, has an honest dif­ 
ference of opinion with the White 
House on bandi mg of the money 
supply.

Painting 
Is Forgery 


CLEVELAND 
(A P ) 
- 
The 
Cleveland Museum of Art has learned 
that a painting it thought dated back to 
the 16th century is really a forgery 
made since World War EL 
There is one bit of good news. The 
Museum isn’t getting stuck with the 
bill for the fake. 
The museum bought the work for an 
undisclosed price in 1974, believing it 
to be the long-lost painting of St. 
Catherine of Alexandria by German 
master Matthias Gmenewald. 
Scientific tests, unavailable in 1974, 
have now proved the canvas was ac­ 
tually painted as recently as post 
World War II. 
The seller, however, is refunding the 
full purchase price in the form of a late 
14th century Italian altarpiece by 
Stinello Aretino and some additional 
cash, Museum Director Sherman E. 
Lee said. 
Lee refused to identify the seller and 
said the forger was unknown. 
The 
seller 
"has 
acted 
in 
an 
honorable and courageous way in 
handling this matter and was as much 
taken in by the forgery as we were. He 
is a reputable art dealer with whom 
the museum has worked in the past 
and will continue to work in the 
future,” he said. 
Lee said the museum will keep the 
phony St. Catherine for study and 
further investigation. 
“ We made a serious mistake in the 
purchase of this painting,” Lee ad­ 
mitted. “ It lacked a known history but 
appeared to be genuine on first in­ 
spection. 
“ There is always risk such as this 
when a lost work by a great master 
reappears,” he said, adding that it is 
important that museums continue to. 
put their collections under modern 
scientific analysis. 
Gruenewald, who died in 1528, and 
his contemporary, Albrecht Durer, are 
considered to be the greatest of the 
German renaissance, but only about 20 
of Gruenewald’s works survive. The 
only one in the United States is the 
Small Crucifixion at the National 
Gallery in Washington, Lee said. 
That the St. Catherine was a forgery 
was proved by museum conservator 
Ross M errill with the assistance of lab 
tests which included isotope ratio 
analysis and emission spectral 
analysis. 
It previously had been thought to be 
a panel from Gruenewald’s Altar of the 
Virgin Queen of Heaven, a multipanel 
altarpiece he painted about 1517 to 1520 
for the cathedral at Mainz. 
During the Thirty Years War the 
cathedral was looted and the work was 
thought to have been lost at sea when a 
boat that was carrying it to Sweden 
sank.

Administration Firm 
Toledo Schools Close 
In Stand Not To Limit 
At Least Until Nov. 8 
Japanese Steel Imports 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter 
told 
members 
of 
the 
congressional steel caucus Thursday 
he was firm in his stand not to limit 
steel imports from Japan, West 
Germany and other nations. 
Instead, the President said at a 
White House meeting, he prefers to aid 
the ailing steel industry by enforcing 
laws against dumping low-cost goods 
on the American market. 


The session followed by one day an 
announcement by Bethlehem Steel 
Corp., the nation’s second largest steel 
producer, that its third quarter losses 
were the greatest single quarter losses 
ever recorded by any American firm. 
Ambassador Robert S. Strauss, 
Carter’s special trade representative, 
said after the meeting that “ protec­ 
tionist m easures" were not the 
solution to the problems brought on by 
dumping — the selling of imported 
steel in the United States at prices 
below foreign production costs. 


“ The answer is not to close our 
doors,” said Strauss. Instead, he said, 
“the President gave his firm com­ 
m itm ent" that laws prohibiting 
dumping will be enforced. 
Carter told his audience in the White 
House East Room that he wanted “to 
maintain the competitive nature of the 
free enterprise process and also ad- 


dress the special local problems that 
affect you and your constituents ’’ 
In dealing with problems caused to 
domestic industries by imported items 
such as shoes, color television and 
mushrooms, the administration has 
negotiated 
so-called 
“ Orderly 
Marketing Agreements” to limit the 
imports. 
Carter and Strauss have rejected 
such agreements in dealing with the 
steel import problem. They reaffirmed 
that policy Thursday. 
Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, said he 
urged Carter to stiffen the federal 
government’s role in monitoring 
imports. "Up until now the federal 
government has left it to industry and 
the unions to document cases of 
dumping,” he said. "This is a very 
complex, costly and time-consuming 
process." 
Sen. He ard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, 
asked the President to take the 
leadership in developing a plan under 
which federal aid would assist workers 
in failing plants to take over and 
operate the facility. 
The meeting was the second such 
session at the White House this month. 
Two weeks ago, representatives of the 
steel caucus, of the industry and labor 
met with members of an 
ad­ 
ministration task force looking for 
solutions to the industry’s problems. 
Dutch Businessman 
Kidnaped Early Today

telephone caller claimed West Ger­ 
many’s Red Army Faction terrorist 
group was responsible. 


Witnesses said about five persons 
subdued Maurits Caransa, 61, after a 
struggle outside the Continental CTub, 
where he had been playing bridge, and 
forced him into a car. Caransa owns a 
chain of hotels and clubs in Holland 
and is prominent in Jewish activities. 
Supporters of the Red Army Faction 
also claimed responsibility for bomb­ 
ings of two West German car show 
rooms 
in 
Milan, 
one 
in 
Rome 
and a German engineering company 
office in Lisbon today. No injuries 
were reported. 


Callers told police the bombs, like 
others that damaged West German 
property across Europe last week, 
were planted to avenge the Oct. 18 
prison deaths of three leaders of the 
German terrorist underground — 
Andreas Baader, Gudrun Ensslin and 
Jan-Carl Raspe. 
The 
Amsterdam 
kidnapping 


followed a warning by West German 
Justice Minister HansJochen Vogel 
that the prison deaths, which officials 
termed suicides, were not "acts of 
resignation” but a sign that “ further 
attacks are looming.” 
A German-speaking man called the 
Amsterdam newspaper Het Parool 
and told a switchboard operator: “ We 
are the Red Army Faction. We have 
Caransa. You will hear from us.” 
Dutch police are holding a member 
of the Red Army Faction, Knut 
Folkerts, 25, on murder charges. He 
was arrested following a Sept. 22 
shootout at Utrecht in which a 
policeman was killed and is also 
wanted for terrorist activities in West 
Germany. 
Caransa has extensive properties in 
Holland, about half of them in the hotel 
and catering industry. He also sits on * 
the boards of a number of companies. 
The businessman is married and has 
one grown daughter. During World 
War II Caransa spent 13 weeks in a 
Nazi camp in Holland with other Jews 
awaiting deportation to concentration 
camps in Germany, but he was never 
sent. Friends say he makes regular 
donations to Jewish organizations.

TOLEDO, Ohio (A P) — Doors of 
Toledo's 80 city schools were to close 
after classes today, locking out the 
city’s 52,000 students — possibly for the 
rest of the year — due to lack of funds. 
Classrooms will be vacant at least 
through Nov. 8, when citizens vote on 
whether to hike property taxes or halt 
classes until Jan. 3. Toledo schools 
have used up their tax receipts for 
1977. Ohio schools aren’t allowed to 
operate without funds, and no funds 
from property tax receipts are assured 
until next year. 
The 6.1 mill levy would raise 
property taxes by $2 per year from the 
current $45.10 per $1,000 valuation. 
Passage would allow the district to 
borrow funds to remain open until the 
Christmas break. 
Confident a levy will pass after five 
defeats in the last nine years, school 
officials 3ay classes would resume no 
earlier than Nov. 9, 
A loss of at least seven class days is 
certain, and if the levy fails, 34 class 
days 
would 
be 
missed 
before 
reopening Jan. 3. 
Either way, to get credit for the 
year, students would have an ab­ 
breviated summer since classes would 
have to be extended past the scheduled 
summer closing the first week of June. 
Ohio law does not allow schools to 
operate past June 30. To make up 34 
days, Saturday or even evening 
classes might be necessary. 
The district has had the same tax 
rate since 1968. Levies were defeated 
twice in 1975 and 1976, and again last 
June. Each involved increases erf from 
7 to 8 mills. 
Community support of the levy 
seems wide and businesses donated 
$75,000 for an advertising campaign 
for passage. Also seen as favorable to 
levy passage is growing awareness 
that other Ohio districts have financial 
woes. School Supt. Frank Dick said he 
would resign in July so his con­ 
troversial administration would not 
enter the debate. 
No groups are opposing the levy, but 
a few individuals complain of wasting

Painting 
Is Forgery 


CLEVELAND

The 
Cleveland Museum of Art has learned 
that a painting it thought dated back to 
the 16th century is really a forgery 
made since World War IL 
There is one bit of good news. The 
Museum isn’t getting stuck with the 
bill for the fake. 
The museum bought the work for an 
undisclosed price in 1974, believing it 
to be the long-lost painting of St. 
Catherine of Alexandria by German 
master Matthias Gruenewald. 
Scientific tests, unavailable in 1974, 
have now proved the canvas was ac­ 
tually painted as recently as post 
World War II. 
The seller, however, is refunding the 
full purchase price in the form of a late 
14th century Italian altarpiece by 
Stinello Aretino and some additional 
cash, Museum Director Sherman E. 
Lee said. 
Lee refused to identify the seller and 
said the forger was unknown. 
The seller 
“has acted 
in 
an 
honorable and courageous way in 
handling this matter and was as much 
taken in by the forgery as we were. He 
is a reputable art dealer with whom 
the museum has worked in the past 
and will continue to work in the 
future,’’ he said. 
Lee said the museum will keep the 
phony St. Catherine for study and 
further investigation. 
“We made a serious mistake in the 
purchase of this painting,” Lee ad­ 
mitted. “It lacked a known history but 
appeared to be genuine on first in­ 
spection. 
“There is always risk such as this 
when a lost work by a great master 
reappears,” he said, adding that it is 
important that museums continue to. 
put their collections under modem 
scientific analysis. 
Gruenewald, who died in 1528, and 
his contemporary, Albrecht Durer, are 
considered to be the greatest of the 
German renaissance, but only about 20 
of Gruenewald’s works survive. The 
only one in the United States is the 
Small Crucifixion at the National 
Gallery in Washington, Lee said. 
That the St. Catherine was a forgery 
was proved by museum conservator 
Ross Merrill with the assistance of lab 
tests which included isotope ratio 
analysis and emission spectral 
analysis. 
It previously had been thought to be 
a panel from Gruenewald’s Altar of the 
Virgin Queen of Heaven, a multipanel 
altarpiece he painted about 1517 to 1520 
for the cathedral at Mainz. 
During the Thirty Years War the 
cathedral was looted and the work was 
thought to have been lost at sea when a 
boat that was carrying it to Sweden 
sank.

Dear MissH.: 
Eczema is a sk in co n d itio n that is n o t 
co n tagio u s. It may cau se itchin g o f the 
sk in , blisters, scalin g an d cru stin g. I 
emp hasize that it is n o t co n tagio u s 
becau se I d o n o t wan t y o u to feel 
that 
y o u mu st sep arate y o u rself fro m y o u r 
frien d s becau se o f it. 
Eczema is a fo rm o f sk in irritatio n 
k n o wn as “d ermatitis.” In mo st in ­ 
stan ces, it is cau sed by so me allergy . 
Fo o d , an d co mbin atio n s o f certain 
fo o d s, may be the cau se. 
I am su re that bo th y o u r d o cto rs will 
agree o n the metho d o f elimin atin g o n e 
fo o d after an o ther, in an effo rt to track 
d o wn the cau se. In so me in stan ces, 
eczema may be cau sed by co n tact with 
clo thes, the so ap s an d d etergen ts u sed 
to wash them, with chemicals, p lan ts 
an d flo wers. 
I su ggest that y o u stay with o n e 
d o cto r an d giv e him an o p p o rtu n ity to 
help y o u to fin d the o ffen d in g cau se. 
It’s su rp risin g ho w o ften y o u n g 
p eo p le d o o u tgro w their eczema. Yet I 
wo u ld n o t d ep en d o n n atu re alo n e to d o 
this.

Unless y o ur questio ns 
are tho ro ughly answered and unless 
y o u get the reassurance that y o u do 
no t hav e a cancer, y o u will co ntinue to 
be bo thered by this. 
A v isit to a do cto r is nev er co mplete 
when the patient is giv en o nly a 
prescriptio n. Alo ng with it must co me 
a tho ro ugh ex planatio n o f the nature o f 
a co nditio n, and the cause, if it is 
kno wn, and the po ssibility o f reco v ery . 
When patients fail to ask questio ns, 
do cto rs assume that they understand 
all the aspects o f their cause. There 
are times when a do cto r is so o v er­ 
whelmed with wo rk that he canno t 
take sufficient time to answer all o f a 
patient’s questio ns. Then, a special 
appo intment o r a “ telepho ne ap­ 
po intment” sho uld be made.

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Expanding Tax Checkoff 


Was the inclusion on federal 
income tax forms of a place to 
checkoff a contribution from 
taxes to finance political 
campaigns only the first of 
more to come? A couple of 
members of Congress seem to 
think so. They have introduced 
a bill which would permit a 
similar checkoff to provide 
federal contributions to the 
National Endowments of the 
Arts and the Humanities. 


About $170 million annually 
now is contributed to these two 
endowments by the federal 
government. One sponsor of 
the bill estimates this could 


rise to $1.8 billion a year if the 
measure is passed. 
The subject is one which will 
pull much support. Many of 
the arts, as widely supported 
as 
they 
are 
today, 
traditionally have a funding 
problem. Whether the subject 
is a dramatic presentation, 
concert, ballet or other artistic 
endeavor, it costs money. 
In a large number of cases it 
is necessary to raise funds 
outside of the principal forum 
to keep ticket prices from 
discouraging attendance. The 
sum of $1.8 billion would go far 
toward underwriting these 
costs. 


But two questions have to be 
asked. What would happen to 
private fund-raising activities 
in behalf of the arts if the 
federal 
government 
un­ 
derwrote the endowments in a 
super-big way? And what 
inducement would another 
checkoff on the income tax 
return provide for other 
worthwhile 
causes—cancer 
research, to name one—to 
request the same privilege? 


It is by such good intentions 
multiplied many times that 
the federal budget and deficit 
have 
reached 
escalating 
growth.

Some shyly hoped the war would go 
on forever because $30 billion a year 
was being unloaded from U.S. ships at 
the docks. When they heard that Nixon 
wanted “peace with honor” they burst 
into tears. 
Hong Kong may be the only honest 
territory in the world. Ifs a thieves’ 
market. There you can buy a suit, a 
dress, pearls, brocaded shoes, a girl, 
heroin, smuggled gems, a boy, or a 
tour of the bamboo curtain. Con­ 
versely, it is where communist China 
buys whatever it wants from the 
Western world. 
Some see these places as quaint. 
They are depressing only if you use 
your eyes and ears. India starves in 
dirty rags. Every year it gives birth to 
the population of Australia. America 
sent a million tons of wheat and it 
rotted in open railroad gondolas on the 
docks at Bombay because Hindus 
couldn’t decide who owned it. 
Western culture ruined Lebanon. It 
was a peaceable Moslem country until 
the French colonized it and converted 
almost 
half the 
population 
to 
Christianity. The Lebanese kill each 
other in the name of seperate gods. In 
all nations, they have three words for 
Americans: “Send more money.” 
Israel wants loans, credits, grants, 
sophisticated weaponry, but no advice. 
Three million people dictate terms to 
40 million Arabs. The Israeli govern­ 
ment does not acknowledge that it is 
losing world sympathy; the U.S. is on 
the verge of calling in a lot of IOUs. 
Egypt, like so many nations, has a 
two-class society: the few who have, 
the many who have not. It’s a dream 
state living on slogans. If it has 
military power, I failed to find it 
anywhere. Sadat puffs his pipe and 
talks peace because he hasn’t any 
options.

NEW YORK (AP) — They’re not yet 
shouting like Muhammad Ali and Joe 
Frazier, but Arthur Burns and 
President Jimmy Carter are leading 
up to the best heavyweight fight since 
those two boxers met. 
Carter threw the first dart last week 
when in effect he warned the Federal 
Reserve, of which Burns is chairman, 
to refrain from needlessly raising 
interest rates and hurting the 
economy. 
Burns replied Tuesday in Spokane, 
Wash., when he told an audience that 
the economy’s poor performance is a 
consequence not so much of his 
monetary leadership as that of the 
President’s 
poor 
economic 
generalship. 
Neither of the two darts carried their 
messages explicitly. The words were 
couched in the language of domestic 
diplomacy, but they were on target 
and they stung as badly as a punch in 
the face. 
This is a class confrontation whose 
meaning cannot be minimized. It is 
more 
than 
a 
battle 
between 
monetarists and fiscalists as to who 
effects the biggest economic changes. 
It is a battle of philosophies. 
Burns has always represented what 
is usually called a conservative 
viewpoint. He abhors federal deficits. 
He believes the nation’s greatest 
enemy is inflation. He believes that

free enterprise is the way to go. 
President Carter has stated his 
agreement with those beliefs, but in 
Burns’ view, and in the views of many 
others, he has contradicted himself in 
practice, and Burns seems to feel that 
therein lies the problem with the 
economy. 
Burns’ 
response 
to 
Carter’s 
challenge was centered on the im­ 
portance, the need — in fact, it could 
be said, of the absolute necessity of — 
corporate profits. Without profits, he 
said in effect, Carter could make no 
headway. 
He defended the independence of the 
Fed, the nation’s central bank, and he 
demonstrated that independence by 
saying he would go right ahead if 
necessary with a tighter monetary 
policy — money supply and its cost — 
that his board attempts to control. 
But he went far beyond a defense of 
monetary policy when he criticized the 
uncertainty over energy policy, en­ 
vironmental codes, taxes, government 
regulation and dedication to fighting 
inflation. Doubt was eroding con­ 
fidence, he suggested. 
Burns drew in some powerful allies 
from the business world who have been 
complaining about the same thing, 
arguing that it is foolhardy for them to 
spend when they don’t know what the 
future brings. 
This community of interest, which 
includes banking and heavy industry, 
is in a quiet fury over what it feels is a 
lack of leadership from Washington, as 
well as wasteful intrusion from its 
bureaucrats. 
Given some assurance, it has been 
saying, and provided with assurance 
also that Washington will keep out of 
its affairs at least until it can gather 
momentum, it can raise production, 
produce jobs and pay its taxes. 
But Burns also has many, many 
critics. A huge school of thought which 
has many squabbles within itself is in 
agreement that the blame lor the 
current economic malaise belongs to 
Burns and bankers and big business. 
Bums especially has been criticized, 
mainly because of what is seen as an 
erratic administration of the money 
supply, permitting it to grow too fast 
and then being forced to cut back, 
pushing up interest rates and slowing 
economic activity. 
The bases of these disputes are deep 
and involved, and we still might not get 
a clear resolution as the fight develops. 
But as the language becomes more 
explicit, finally we might obtain a 
clear exposition of the issues. 
That is, if the two battlers don’t call 
off the fight as being too dangerous to 
their individual and mutual interests.

Can you give me any information 
about eczema? What causes it? Two 
doctors disagree as to the foods to eat. 
Will I ever outgrow it? I’m 13. 
MissT. H.,N.J. 
Dear Miss H.: 
Eczema is a skin condition that is not 
contagious. It may cause itching of the 
skin, blisters, scaling and crusting. I 
emphasize that it is not contagious 
because I do not want you to feel that 
you must separate yourself from your 
friends because of it. 
Eczema is a form of skin irritation 
known as “dermatitis." In most in­ 
stances, it is caused by some allergy. 
Food, and combinations of certain 
foods, may be the cause. 
I am sure that both your doctors will 
agree on the method of eliminating one 
food after another, in an effort to track 
down the cause. In some instances, 
eczema may be caused by contact with 
clothes, the soaps and detergents used 
to wash them, with chemicals, plants 
and flowers. 
I suggest that you stay with one 
doctor and give him an opportunity to 
help you to find the offending cause. 
It’s surprising how often young 
people do outgrow their eczema. Yet I 
would not depend on nature alone to do 
this. Keep up the doctor’s treatment 
and his suggestions for giving you a 
maximum of comfort with this con­ 
dition.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In case y ou 
haven ’t n oticed, somethin g called 
pun k rock is goin g aroun d. It gives 
some people green hair an d has been 
kn own to cause headaches in others.

Glass’ statemen t followed a deman d 
by the Ohio Committee for Human e 
Trappin g, Issue 2 propon en ts, that 
television an d radio station s stop 
run n in g 
certain

vertisemen ts. 
“If these spots are con tin ued without 
modification y our apparen t disregard 
for fair an d accurate presen tation of 
public issues will be brought up at the 
time of y our licen se ren ewal,” OCHT 
presiden t San dra Rowlan d said in a 
letter to media outlets. 
Mrs. Rowlan d produced what she 
said was a copy of a telegram from the 
disease con trol cen ter say in g it “has 
taken n o formal position on the 
campaign to ban the leghold trap.”

AM rockers in places like 
Peoria have to play the stuff for suc­ 
cess, an d they won ’t play it un less it’s 
too big to ign ore. 
An d too big to ign ore, pun k rock 
doesn ’t seem to be. 
“No, we’re n ot play in g it,” say s 
Harriet Lapides, music director of 
Memphis’ WHBQ. 
“There doesn ’t 
seem to be an y deman d for it. We 
called aroun d some record stores to 
see if there had been an y deman d for 
it, an d there was n o big in terest.

But there are some signs that 
the new wave will quickly grow old and 
that punk, alas, is junk. 
Perhaps the most ominous of these 
signs is the fact so many people think 
that punk. .. well, stinks. Not just the 
chromedomes but folks who should 
have a little more respect for the stuff 
if it’s going to be the biggest musical 
statement of a generation. 
Rim Fowley, creator of the female 
teen-age punk group, the Runaways, 
says the music “is boring and I hope it 
goes away soon. 
... It doesn’t have any substance... 
It is a reaction to black disco music, 
and because of that, it won’t last.” 
Another of the bells that may be 
tolling for punk is it’s most pleasing 
element — the fact punk is “rock and 
roll getting back to basics,” as Warner 
Bros.’ Bob Merlis put it, explaining his 
excitement over his company’s deal 
with the punk label, Sire. 
Almost everybody who is looking for 
a reason to like punk uses the phrase, 
“back to basics.” What they mean, one 
supposes, is the driving, simplistic 
punk sound is amateurish.

Issue 2 Opponents 
To Remove TV Ad 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A group 
opposing a Nov. 8 ballot issue to ban 
leghold animal traps in Ohio has 
agreed to remove a media spot that 
claims support from an Atlanta-based 
agency of the U.S. Public Health 
Service. 
James Glass, chairman of Ohioans 
for Wildlife Conservation, said Wed­ 
nesday because “the Center for 
Disease Control did not specifically 
say ‘vote no’ on Issue 2, we are going to 
pull that particular spot until we get it 
clarified.” 
The CDC, a national agency for 
control of infectious and other 
preventable disease, works with state 
health departments to ' provide 
specialized services they are unable to 
maintain on an everyday basis. 
Glass’ statement followed a demand 
by the Ohio Committee for Humane 
Trapping, Issue 2 proponents, that 
television and radio stations stop 
running 
certain 
anti-issue 
ad­ 
vertisements. 
“If these spots are continued without 
modification your apparent disregard 
for fair and accurate presentation of 
public issues will be brought up at the 
time of your license renewal,” OCHT 
president Sandra Rowland said in a 
letter to media outlets. 
Mrs. Rowland produced what she 
said was a copy of a telegram from the 
disease control center saying it “has 
taken no formal position on the 
campaign to ban the leghold trap.” 
She also objected to wildlife con­ 
servation ads claiming that the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
would stop all trapping in Ohio and 
would even ban rat traps and 
mousetraps. 
Those points have been argued 
throughout the campaign, with Glass 
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aspects of punk — the weird dress and 
rebelious behavior that go with the 
sound — do not figure into the music’s 
prominent criticism.

“Let’s face it,” says Warner’s 
Merlis, “the business is based on 
greed. American record companies 
saw punk drawing a crowd and said,

late’”. 
And that’s just what the big com­ 
panies did. Warner Bros., Arista, CBS. 
Mercury and most of the other big boys 
have dozens of punkers in their 
stables, and the hot-shot promotion 
departments are busy. 
To make it really big, records need 
airplay. Not just on progressive big- 
city FM stations, where the with-it 
jocks can play what they will, but in 
Memphis, in Dallas, in St. Louis and 
Cleveland. AM rockers in places like 
Peoria have to play the stuff for suc­ 
cess, and they won’t play it unless it’s 
too big to ignore. 
And too big to ignore, punk rock 
doesn’t seem to be. 
“No, we’re not playing it,” says 
Harriet Lapides, music director of 
Memphis’ WHBQ. “There doesn’t 
seem to be any demand for it. We 
called around some record stores to 
see if there had been any demand for 
it, and there was no big interest. Right 
now, it just seems like a fad. A lot of 
people have a very bad impression of 


it.” 
If punk proves to be just another fad, 
don’t feel too sorry for the record 
companies. There’s plenty of room in 
the wildly expanding business for fads. 
“There’s no risk,” says Warner’s 
Merlis. “We’re not going to go out of 


business. An analogy is probably 
reggae. Everybody thought it the next 
big thing. It failed. But there are 
people still buying reggae albums. If 
punk doesn’t really catch fire, record 
companies know they can still sell 
some of them.”

NEW YORK (A P) - American 
church leaders this week widely 
condemned the new restrictions im­ 
posed on blacks and their white 
sympathizers in South Africa and said 
it would heighten resentments, 
threatening worsened conflict. 
“ My worst fears are being fulfilled,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Robert J. Marshall, 
president of the Luthem Church in 
America, noting that he recently 
visited in South Africa, and saw 
potentialities then for spreading 
“ police state” rule. 
It was bound to happen unless blacks 
were given greater freedom and a part 
in government, he said, and it now is 
occurring with the new “ horribly 
confining restraints.” 
The trend “ could confront the world 
with a crisis like that of 40 years ago in 
Europe” under the oppression of 
Nazism, he added. 
He and other church leaders voiced 
support for 
President 
Carter’s 
criticism of the new oppressive acts, 
and urged backing for U.S. steps to try 
to get the decrees reversed. 
The Rev. Avery D. Post, president of 
the United Church of Christ, called for 
economic sanctions, and noted that his 
church has urged withdrawal of U.S. 
businesses investments from South 
Africa. 
He said that “ for the sake of the God 
of justice... the United States must not 
remain quiescent in the face of the 
ruthless denials of justice” applied to 
blacks and white leaders working for 
racial justice.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Eighteen 
months ago today , Pep p er Tamika 
Root entered this world in a twilight 
zone, a tiny half-term baby who doc­ 
tors feared was stillborn. 
There were no screams, no gasp s for 
breath, in fact almost no v ital life 
signs, sav e “an occasional heartbeat,” 
according to her p ediatrician. She 
weighed one p ou nd, six ou nces and 
measu red a little ov er a foot. 
Bu t Pep p er made it, ju st like her 
mother knew she wou ld, and today she 
is a healthy , blonde haired, blu e ey ed 
baby , who is starting to talk and walk.

home occu p ied by Garry and Serita 
Root, self-p ro claimed bo rn-again 
Christians. 
“Things ju st ain’t the same since 
she’s been here,” said Mrs. Root, who 
is originally from Virginia. “See, we 
were married for six y ears before we 
had her and things hav e changed so 
mu ch. I don’t know how we ev er made 
it withou t her.” 
Pep p er has tou ched other liv es also, 
since her story was rep orted by The 
Associated Press last y ear. 
Mail came to the Root home from as 
far away as Washington state, New 
York and Florida, often from p arents 
of p rematu re babies. 
“Some of them were ju st p eop le who 
were blessed by what they saw,” Mrs.

“HAM” RADIO AND THE 
RADAR DETECTOR DILEMMA 
There are just two specific 
frequencies now allocated for police 
speed radar. This is commonly called 
the “X-Band” (10.5 GHz) and the “K- 
Band” (24.1 GHz). Police radar can 
not legally be set on any other 
frequency. Ninety-seven precent of 
police speed radar now in use is in the 
X-Band. As a result, most of the radar 
detectors on the market receive 
signals at the 10.5 GHz level. 
In the never ending battle of who 
catches who first, state police agencies 
are now turning to units that operate 
on the sparsely used K-Band. This 
renders X-Band only detection devices 
useless. Now, as the war progresses, 
dual-band (X and K) detectors are 
hitting the market place. One new unit 
claims not only to detect radar on both 
frequencies, but to determine relative 
distance from the radar signal, ap­ 
proach rate to the radar and at what 
point they can be detected by the 
radar. Another company claims a 
range of three miles. Retail price of 
the dual band detectors are running 
between $100 and $150 — but are 
coming down all the time as more 
companies fight for a share of the 
quickly expanding market. 
One radar unit manufacturer has 
gone to incredibly great pains to 
design and build a radar unit that 
defies detection. Radar (abbreviation 
for Radio Detecting And Ranging) is a 
system that measures distance or 
speed by determining the amount of 
time required by electro-magnetic 
energy to travel to and return from an 
object. A present, radar detectors 
alert a driver when they receive 
regularly occuring pulses of energy on 
a specific supertiigh frequency. By 
shortening the burst of energy to below 
the time needed for detection, 
triggering the pulses in a random (non- 
regular) manner and constantly 
varying the frequency slightly within 
the allowable tolerance, the maker 
ria im* his unit can not be detected. 
Another new police radar unit is the 
Radar Gun. Operating in the K-Band, 
this hand-held unit features an on-off 
switch that allows it to be activated 
after the suspected speeder is already 
within the operator’s line of vision. At 
this point, it is generally too late for 
even the dual-band detector to warn of 
the speed trap. In a showdown, 
however, of the gun radar unit verses 
the dual-band detector held in Min­ 
nesota, a state trooper won only one of 
three heats. Only once did the hand 
held radar gun nab the speeder above 
the speed limit and this was when the 
car was slowing. In the other two 
heats, aided by visual sighting and the 
detector, the driver was able to brake 
to below the speed limit before the 
reading was taken. This is because the 
radar gun takes a few seconds to 
register the reading. 
Although not widely known, the X- 
Band is very close to an amateur radio 
band and the K-Band falls right in the 
middle of the “ham” 24-24. 25 GHz 
frequency band. We wonder how long 
it will be before the “ham” radio ex­ 
perimenter will add his ingenuity to an 
already complex situation. Amateur 
rules state (FCC Part 97.61 Subpart C, 
Technical Standards) that licensed 
operators can operate pulse (radar) 
emission between 24 and 24.25 GHz but 
that “no protection is afforded from 
interference due to the operation of 
industrial, scientific and medical 
devices on 24.125 GHz.” What happens 
to police radar units if a licensed 
amateur tinkerer decided to operate 
his own legal radar station on the same 
frequency as police radar? Can local 
or state authorities prevent “Hams” 
from operating (both receiving or 
transmitting) on frequencies that the 
Federal government has licensed 
them to operate on? This brings us to 
the problem of various states at­ 
tempting to regulate private in­ 
stallation of radar detectors. 
Virginia does have a law on the 
books that is being enforced that 


specifically prohibits radar detectors. 
Repeal of Ute fifteen year old law 
which provides for confiscation of the 
detector and a $100 fine was passed by 
the Virginia state legislature, but was 
vetoed by the governor. 
New Hampshire “ham” radio 
operators, Mr. and Mrs. W. Edwards, 
are gearing up to sue the state of 
Virginia to rid the state of their con­ 
troversial anti-radar detector law. Bill 
Edwards’ wife, Mel, was arrested in 
Virginia, detained and harassed for 
several hours since she didn’t have the 
$125 cash to pay the fine.

He says if I ever 
leave him, he will kill me. Is there 
anything I can do? I can’t sign my 
name.

The department stressed that an 
expert insurance agent or broker is a 
necessity and urged consumers to 
watch out for: 
—Agents or brokers who try to force 
you to buy another kind of policy such 
as life or homeowners when you buy 
auto insurance. The purchase of auto 
insurance should not be contingent on 
any other transaction. 
—Agents or brokers who sell in­ 
surance on a part-time basis only and 
may not be available to give you 
service when you need it. 
—Agents or brokers who cannot 
explain the policy in simple terms so 
you understand it. 
—Agents or brokers who do not keep 
in touch with you about possible 
changes in your insurance. 
(The main difference between an 
agent and a broker is that an agent 
works for one or more insurance

You may be able to check the 
financial stability of any insurance 
company you are considering by 
looking it up in Best’s Insurance 
Reports, an annual publication of the 
A.M. Best Co., a private reporting and 
rating organization. 
The ratings, ranging from excellent 
to fair, reflect the financial condition 
and operating performance of a 
company. The ratings do not include 
an evaluation of policy provisions. Nor 
do they cover claims practices. (Best 
does not rate all insurers; do not reject 
a company just because it is not 
listed.) 
One of the most common ways for 
consumers to lower costs is by in­ 
creasing the deductible on your policy. 
(The deductible is that amount you 
have to pay before insurance coverage 
takes over.) 
Increasing your deductible from $50 
to $100 can cut the collision portion of 
your premium package by IO to 20 per 
cent; going from a $50 to $200 deduc­ 
tible can cut the premium by 30 to 40 
per cent.

consider 
eliminating collision coverage com­ 
pletely on older cars which are already 
paid for. It does not make much sense 
to pay $100 a year in premiums on a 
car that is worth only $300. 
Note: if you itemize your income tax 
deductions, you may tJe able to sub­ 
tract losses exceeding $100. Suppose 
you are in a 32 per cent tax bracket. If 
you have an auto accident and suffer 
$500 in damages to your car, you could 
subtract $400 as a casualty loss. 
Thirty-two per cent of $400 is equal to 
$128 that you would save on your taxes. 
State Farm Insurance Cos., the 
nation’s largest auto insurer, said 
studies showed its customers were 
shifting toward higher deductibles 
and, in some cases, eliminating 
collision coverage. 
The company said that as of Dec. 15, 
1975, just over 71 per cent of State 
Farm policyholders carried collision 
coverage. Among new policies sold in 
June 1977, only 61.2 per cent included

Of these who carried the collision 
coverage in 1975, the company said, 
40.7 per cent had $59 deductibles, 50.6 
per cent had $100 deductibles and 8.7 
per cent had other deductibles, mostly 
$200. 
Of those purchasing collision 
coverage this June, only 24.8 per cent 
chose $50 deductibles; 60.6 per cent 
chose $100 deductibles; and 14.6 per 
cent selected other‘deductibles. 
Other suggestions for savings on 
auto insurance include: 
—Drive safely. Your premiums 
depend partly on your accident record. 
If you do have an accident, be sure to 
report it, both to the police and your 
broker. The reporting is important 
even if you are not at fault or are the 
victim of a hit-and-run accident. 
—Try to pay your premium for the 
full policy period such as six months or 
a year. It costs extra to pay on the 
installment plan. If you don’t pay on 
time, your policy will be cancelled. 
There is no grace period. 
—Consider a group automobile in­ 
surance plan if your employer, union 
or professional organization offers 
such a program. The premiums may 
be less and your insurance won’t be 
cancelled unless you don’t pay the 
premium or the whole group’s 
coverage is cancelled. Investigate 
insurance plans offered by automobile 
clubs, but remember that you will 
have to pay membership dues. If you 
would not ordinarily join, you will have 
to add the dues to your premium cost. 
—Avoid buying an expensive or high- 
performance car. It will be expensive 
to repair or replace and is tempting to 
thieves. Premiums generally are 
higher on more expensive cars. One 
insurance company said, for example, 
that a policyholder in a midwestern 
city could save more than $350 a year 
on a total insurance package by buying 
a $3,500 subcompact instead of a $7,500 
larger model. 
—Don’t drive to work. And if you 
must drive, try to join a car pool. The 
fewer miles you drive, the lower the 
premium and many companies give 
special discounts for car pools.

No Dog L icons* 
Ruins Credit 


SYRACUSE, N.Y. (AP) - Michael 
Steber did not license a dog he did not 
own and, consequently, found his 
credit temporarily ruined. 
The Steber family of nearby Clay 
suddenly found their credit was no 
longer good at area stores last month. 
“We were upset,” said Mrs. Steber. 
“We wondered how this could be 
happening to us. We have no out­ 
standing debts or financial problems.” 
A check with a local credit agency 
uncovered an unsatisfied $17 judgment 
against the Stebers for an unpaid dog 
fine levied by the Town of Clay. 
“It was even more frustrating 
because we did not have a dog then,” 
said Mrs. Steber. 
It took the help of a town coun­ 
cilman, a town justice and an Onon­ 
daga County court judge to clear up 
the hassle and the Steber’s credit 
rating.

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—Ask if you qualify for any other 
special discounts. Among factors that 
may help you save are insuring more 
than one automobile with the same 
company, completion of an accredited 
driver-training 
course, 
passive 
restraint systems such as air bags and 
no accidents or traffic violations for 
the past three years. Students with a 
grade average of B or better also may 
get a reduced rate as may nonsmokers 
and nondrinkers. 


On the negative side, factors that 
could result in your paying higher 
rates include a frequent change of 
address, residence in a low-income or 
deteriorating 
neighborhood 
and 
divorce. Rates also are often higher for 
drivers over 65, those who have been 
licensed less than three years and 
unmarried male drivers less than 30 
years old. 
The savings can add up. State Farm 
calculated what the rates would be for 
an adult married couple — over 25 — 
with a 1975 Chevrolet Impala on which 
they carry a given package of in­ 
surance. 
For the purposes of the example, the

If the couple lives in suburban 
Atlanta and either husband or wife 
drives IOO miles or more to and from 
work every week, the six-month 
premium for the package, assuming 
no deductible on the comprehensive 
and a $50 deductible on the collision 
policy, would be $125.63. Raising the 
collision deductible to $100, would cut » 
the premium to $120.50. Raising the 
collision deductible to $200 and adding 
a $50 deductible on the comprehensive 
policy, would cut the bill still further to 
$107. If the primary driver then joined 
a carpool and drove less than 30 miles 
to and from work each week, the 
premiums would drop to $87.50. The 
overall saving would be 30 per cent. 


(Young drivers — particularly boys 
— boost insurance bills sharply. If the 
Atlanta couple had an 18-year-old son 
who started driving the family car, 
their six-month insurance premiums 
would increase by'more than $100.) 
Rates — and potential savings — 
vary widely in different parts of the 
country. If the Atlanta driver lived in 
Sacramento, for example, his State 
Farm premiums for the insurance 
package specified could range from 
$140.80 to $191.58. A driver in the 
suburbs north of Chicago could pay 
from $108.44 to $161.70 and a driver in 
Rochester, N.Y., would spend from

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Charges 
by Atty. Gen. William J. Brown that its 
mismanagement and mistakes con­ 
tributed directly to last winter’s 
energy crisis were denied Thursday by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc. 
Columbia filed a 13-page response 
with the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio in which it said many of Brown’s 
complaints were a direct result of the 
utility complying with federal and 
state laws, regulations and other or­ 
ders or the severe weather conditions. 
It also challenged the right of Brown 
to initiate the litigation and questioned 
the PUCO’s jurisdiction to grant much 
of the relief sought by the attorney 
general. 
Among other things, Brown wants 
the PUCO to order Columbia to lower 
its rates to reflect the damage he says 
Ohio’s economy suffered during the 
energy crisis, or refund the money to 
its customers. 
In a statement issued at the time of 
the filing, Columbia said many of the 
accusations were based on inadquate 
facts or a failure on the part of the 
attorney general to understand the 


com plexities 
of 
gas 
industry 
operations. 
In response to Brown’s charge that 
Columbia made in excess of the 
allowed rate of return last winter, the 
utility noted it also made far less than 
the rate of return in the summer. It 
said that is true of all gas companies 
because a large part of their sales is 
represented by space heating gas. 
Columbia denied Brown’s allegation 
that it caused severe gas curtailments 
by failing to have adequate storage of 
natural gas, saying it was not allowed 
by the PUCO to purchase emergency 
gas to supplement its supply. 
The utility defended its curtailment 
system, saying no reasonable person 
would suggest that a gas plant should 
be designed so that it can serve the full 
needs of all customers on the coldest 
day in 200 years. 
Columbia denied an allegation that it 
is discouraging efforts of industry to 
get its own Ohio-produced gas. It said 
it invented the self-helf concept and 
has more self-help customers under 
contract than any other gas company 
in the state. 
Apple Creek Institution 
Workers Walk Off Jobs 


APPLE CREEK, Ohio (AP) — 
Strikers who walked out at Apple 
Creek Institute for the M entally 
Retarded three days ago in protest of 
police actions were back on the job this 
morning. 
A Com m unications W orkers of 
America official who helped negotiate 
an end to the protest, Bob Mozingo, 
said the picket lines were taken down 
late Thursday night and that workers 
slowly began returning to work. 
Mozingo refused to describe terms of 
the settlement, saying only that “the 
issues that were in question were 
resolved.” 
Operations were near normal today, 
officials said, after having been 
reduced to a “bare minimum” when 
the 1,300 hospital employes walked out.

HONESDALE, Pa. (AP) - A 
skeleton with expensive gold dental 
work, found this week in northeastern 
Pennsylvania, is being examined to 
determine if it is the remains of former 
Teamsters president Jimmy Hoffa. 
Wayne County Coroner Robert 
Jennings said he talked Thursday 
night by telephone with Jam es P. 
Hoffa, the son of the union boss who 
disappeared in 1975. 
“He was very excited when he heard 
the age, height and hair color” of the 
skeleton, Jennings said. 
The remains, found Monday near 
Bethany in a wooded section of Wayne 
County, were first said to be those of a 
white man, aged 45-50. 
The remains were sent to the New 
York City medical examiner’s office, 
which has extensive expertise in 
identifying bodies through dental 
work. Jennings said his office now has 
determined the man’s age was bet­ 
ween 55 and 60. Hoffa was 62 when he 
disappeared. 
Jennings was scheduled to meet with 
officials in the New York medical 
examiner’s office today to check 
Hoffa’s dental records. 
When the skeleton was discovered, 
authorities said the circumstances of 
the death were suspicious and 
speculated that the victim was wealthy 
. because some $2,500 to $5,000 worth of 
gold dental work found in his mouth. 
Jennings said the younger Hoffa 
confirmed that his father had ex­ 
tensive work done on his teeth. 
The Scranton Tribune reported 
today that the elder Hoffa spent some 
time in the Scranton area on un­ 
disclosed business only months before 
he disappeared in August 1975.

Under Hulman, 
concrete and steel grandstands were 
erected, and today there is seating for 
237,500 persons and another 100,000 can 
be accommodated in the infield.

It is America’s autumn madness. 
The social reverberations are ex­ 
ceeded only by the financial ones. The 
three networks are preparing to sign 
new contracts which will insure the 
sanctity of this weekend ritual for the 
next four years. 
The NFL package for games through 
1981 is figured somewhere between 
$575 and $600 million. ABC’s deal with 
the NCAA for college games is another 
$100 million. 
These figures dwarf by 60-1 the most 
expensive movies and special ex­ 
travaganzas bought by the networks 
for prime time viewing. “Gone With 
the Wind” and “The Godfather” cost 
$10 million. NBC bought the entire 1980 
Olympics in Moscow for $80 million. 
The football package pops buttons on 
the pinstripe suits along Madison 
Avenue and shakes the old concrete 
columns on Wall Street. 
As a captive audience, many 
housewives have been drawn into the 
football web and converted into the 
most rabid fans. The reason there 
haven’t been more converts perhaps is 
that football fails to afford the love 
interest and family turmoil of 
“Another World” and “The Edge of 
Night” and also has a confusing 
glossary of terms. 
Actually, football is not much more 
complicated than a friendly game of 
Monopoly or an unfriendly game of 
war. It is movement, possession of 
ground, finally accumulaton of more 
wealth (in this case, points) than the 
enemy and ultimate success. 
Confusion of the uninitiated is un­ 
derstandable. The lady of the house, 
passing by the shut door of the den 
where the TV is going full blast, may 
think offhand that our armies’ are 
trying to ward off the Russians at 
Orchard Beach. 
The terms sound like World War 
III— “ b litz ,’’“ bom b,’’“ d raw ,” 
“shotgun,’’“shoot the gap,’’“run for 
daylight.” 
For the benefit of those wives unable 
to find relief, 
we offer an in­ 
terpretation of some of the more 
commonly used terms: 
“Blitz”—A derivative of the term 
“blitzkreig” used by the Nazis in 
World War II. In football, shoot the 
linebackers to nail the passer. 
“Safety blitz”—Bigger than a blitz. 
Everybody goes. 
“Draw”—Has nothing to do with 
what gunslingers yell in Westerns. Ifs 
an offensive move to draw in the 
enemy defenders for a quick-opening 
running play. 
“Shoot the gap”—What the runner 
does on the draw. 

Ifs just 
a long pass. 
“Run for daylight”—In the more 
mundane days, it was simply called 
open field running.

“As I said at the top of the show”—

“Down and out”—Not a derelict 
uncle. A pass pattern. 
“Fly pattern”—The same— run 
deep, let the ball fly. 
“Minnesota owns the football”—Not 
really. A cliche, meaning possession. 
“The clock is the ally of ... ” : 
Ambiguity. Time is running out. 
“ Dear, your dinner is getting 
cold.”“Put it in the oven until the 
game is over.” ‘Wha-a-a-t?” Fighting 
words. Call your lawyer.
